As a weed in cultivated fields, it is
an obstinate and aggressive enemy.
A heavy stand of Johnson grass c isily
depreciates the vMue of irrigated lands
from $25 to J50 an acre.

.Methods of Attack: Procedure
against Johnson grass varies with the
situation in which it may be found.

plant. Johnson grass propagates itself
by means of seeds, and of rhizomes or
rootstocks, each joint of which can
send out roots and leaves- to form a
new plant.. Operations against it

should therefore be directed, first,
against' the formation of seed, and.

Ordinarily the formation of seed may
bo prevented by cutting the plants be
fine the. sec d is sufficiently mature to
germinate.
